 Vote-by-mail ballots are NOT forwarded by the US Postal Service. You must provide an accurate mailing 

address at the time of your request.  

 Vote-by-mail ballots must be received in the Elections Office by 7:00 p.m. on Election Day.  

 Always plan for delivery time when sending your voted ballot back to the Elections Office. It’s recommended 

that you mail your ballot by Thursday, August 25 to allow for first-class delivery by the US Postal Service.
